Opposition to the holding of the an-

Rep- 
resentatives from the four city clubs 
were present, and all were eager to 
make the affair the biggest and most 
successful in the history of the sport 
in the city. 

In addition the initiative was taken 
which will probably lead to the forma- 
tion of a Northern Alberta Curling As- 
sociation separate and distinet from 
the Alberta branch of the Royal Cale- 
donian Curling Club, whose headquar- 
ters are in Calgary, and with whom 


the curlers of Northern Alberta have 
been affiliated in the past, but not 
closely associated. 

On Thursday evening, Feb. 8th, in 


the middle of the bonspiel, a meeting 
will be called for the purpose of orga- 
nizing’ this Northern Alberta associa- 
tion. With this end in view, every 
curling club in Alberta, north of Red 
Deer, will be asked to send two rep- 
resentatives It was pointed out that 
it would be establishing no precedent 
in the formation of such an organiza- 
tion, as at the present time each curl- 


ing association in Western Canada 
with the exception of the Alberta 
branch of the R.C.C., was a separate 
and distinct organization, not affiliat- 


ed with the old country organization, 
whose bonds are more of a sentiment- 
al than a practical nature, 
Motion For Bonspiel Carried, 
The motion, which decided that the 
bonspiel should be held this year as 


usual Was moved by BH. HM. Gariisuu 
and was se led by John Carmichael 
and carried nanimously. Prior to 
the putting of the motion to a vote Mr. 


Garrison stated that a vote had been 
taken of the fifty curlers engaged in 
Playing at the Royal rink as to the 
advisability of holding a ‘spiel, and 
they had all voted in favor of it. The 
south side curling club had had a 
meeting last Saturday night, and 
there too the motion was carried in 
fay r of the e 'splel.

Texas thus 
takes the lead as the most popular of baseball training states,

The popularity of Texas is not due alone to the climate, but it is also a 
recognition of the baseball enthusiasm of the Lone Star State, Texas has one 
of the crack minor circuits of balldom in the Texas League. Of late years the 
Western Association has had three clubs in Texas, and other smaller circuits 
have also catered to the Texan appetite for the great American pastime, 

It was a Texas League club, that of Corsicana, which set up a record of 
twenty-seven consecutive games won in 1902, In the same year Corsicana es- 
tablished a club batting record of ten two-baggers, twelve three-base hits and 
nineteen runs in a game against Texarkana, In 1907 Catcher Kearns of Dal- 
las set up a record of 984 chances accepted in 123 games. Pitcher Mitchell of 
the San Antonio Bronchos (since with Cleveland) established a world’s strike- 
out record, twenty, in a game against Galveston in 1909. Grover Brandt of 
Beaumont pitched a twelve-inning no-hit game in 1912. And these are only a 


few of the Texas Leaguers’ feats. 
The term, “Texas leaguer,” as applied to a short, looping fly over first or 
third, just too far in for the outfielders, is familiar to fans everywhere It 


and Ollie Pickering was the inventor, He dropped into 
the south Texas city one day and applied for a job. The club was short an 
outfielder, and Ollie was given a chance to show his wares. In his first game 
he got seven hits from seven visits to the plate, and every one was of the var- 
iety since generally known as ‘Texas leaguers.” Of course, that sort of tan- 
talizing hit wasn't altogether unknown, but Pickering’s uncanny proficinecy 
that afternoon gave a name to what had previously been nameless.

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Representatives of the three 
prairie provinces have recently 
heen in conference on the question 
of establishing some system where- 
by farmers would be able to secure 
loans at the lowest practicable 
rate of interest, with which to bet- 
ter equip their farms or to bring 
larger areas under cultivation. 


The Canadian banking system 
was devised for the purpose of 
giving accommodation to the needs 
of ordinary business, rather than 
that of supplying working capital 
for the development of any par- 
ticular branch of enterprise, It 
nay be that in some respects the 
branch “bank system does not 
readily lend itself to the require- 
iments of a distinctive farm loan- 
ing scheme. In any event, the 
banks have not ‘‘gone in”’ for that 
particular business as generally 
as the farmers have claimed there 
was need of. 


Rural credit systems are com- 
mon in most of the countries of 
Europe, have been established in 
the United States, and the pro- 
vince of British Columbia has 
recently adopted a scheme of the 
kind. The idea is not therefore 
new, and it bas been tried out suf- 
ficiently elsewhere to justify be- 
lief that in Alberta, and the Cana- 
dian West generally, it ean be ap- 
plied to the better and more rapid 
development of our agriculaural 
resources, the increase of produc- 
tion and the general advantage of 
the country. 

It is impossible that the province 
could undertake to find all the 
money necessary to facilitate the 
expansion of agricultural opera- 
tions in keeping with the resourees 
of the country and the enterprise 
of our people. But enough may 
be done to ‘‘set the pace’? which 
financial institutions may be will- 
ing to follow, and to filso exert a 
regulative influence over the rates 
charged aud the conditions de- 
manded for loans to farmers, To 
that end it will be necessary that 
the Province either borrow the 
money to be loaned or that it back 
the authorities by whom the bor- 
rowing is done; and that in either 
case the rates charged for loans 
be only sufficient to pay the 
interest and the expenses of hand- 
ling. 


Apparently the system will have 
to be either strictly provineial or 
essentially local, There must be 
responsibility somewbere for the 
administration of the funds, end 
that responsibility must rest with 
the authority which has power to 
investigate and decide upoi se 
curity and grant or retuse loans, 
to see that money loaned is ex- 
pended in the way for which it 
was loaned, and to generally exer 
cise or supervise the whole opera- 
tions of the system. That might 
be done by the Provincial au 
thority, in a way soit what similai 
to that in which the provincial 
telephone system. 1s managed, 1 
the power and responsibility might 
be delegated to some local organ- 
ization in each locality which 
would act as the agent of the Gov- 
ernment for that particular dis 
trict, tia

A suggestion has been made that 
the municipal councils act as 
agents in passing upon loans and 
functioning generally as this local 


authority. There are some obvious ; 


objections to that, Municipal 
councils have many duties to per- 
form. Many ideas enter into the 
election of their members, It 
could scarcely be hoped that if to 
their other duties were added that 
of looking after the loan scheme 
in the detailed manner it must be 
looked after if it is to be a sue- 
cess, the councils would be able 
to perform this duty in a. satis- 
factory manner, Experience in 
Edmonton and elsewhere hus 
shown that the farther the exigen- 
cies and faetors of municipal 
politics are kept clear from the 
finances the better. Rural muni- 
cipal polities have not reached the 
sume stage of development as those 
in the city, but the same con- 
siderations which influence an 
alderman of a city to grant favors 
to a particular man or locality to 
whom they are not due might be 
supposed to influence rural coun- 
cillors to grant or with-hold 
recommendations of loans for 
reasons other than those of the 
security or the reliability of the 
applicant. 

It will probably be found in any 
rural credit system, as it has been 
found in other lines of business, 
that the only satisfactory course is 
to make those who have the hand 
ling of the money in some way 
personally accountable for it. This 
might be accomplished by adopt- 
ing a system that has been found 
to work well in some of the States ; 
the creation of local boards who 
undertake to mecommend or refuse 
loans and to generally look after 
the local administration of the 
system, the members of which 
boards are personally responsible 
for the funds loaned on their 
recommendation. This is in effeet 
a co-operative plan, whereby in 
order to accomplish the purpose 
of helping their neighbors and pro- 
moting the betterment of their 
community the board members as- 
sume personal liability for loans 
made on their recommendation, 
and are given corresponding 
power to grant or refuse a loan 
according as the seeurity is deem- 
ed sufficient or otherwise and as 
the character of the applicant war- 
rants. It has the advantage of 
placing the power of decision in 
the hands of those best able to de- 
cide each application on its merits, 
while it gives to the Province and 
to the  bond-holders — seeurity 
against both mistakes of judgment 
and collusion.

Canadian casualties were nearly 
four times greater in 1916 than in 
1915. This was because of the 
larger number of men engaged 
and the fiercer fighting. The 
actual loss of life amounts in 
round figures to 16,500. No doubt 
an equal number have been so dis- 
abled as to be imsapacitated for 
useful work. That is, we have 
actually lost in lives half as many 
men as comprised our first expe- 
ditionary foree, and we have 
lessened the working power of the 
country by the total number of 
that foree. Our total casualties 
are twice as many as its total num- 
bers. These figures take no ac- 
count of prisoners. For what rea- 
son prisoners are not included in 
the total casualties only the press 
censor can tell, These men are a 
joss at least for the period of the 
war as much as if they were dead, 
and their fate may be a great deal 
worse. If we are being told our 
losses we should be told the whole 
truth,

feature in all terrible war; 
that is the small number of deaths 
from disease. Out of 16500 deaths
